Sir,—Five hundred and forty 
teachers . employed in grant 
schools have been impatiently 
walting for Information regarding 
tholr salaries, and they will have 
to keep on waiting according to 
yesterday's "Sunday Herald.” 

It ddes scem strange that there 
should be such long Indecision in 
this matter. There can be Sittle 
doubt as to the Justice of Includ- 
ing these teachers in the scheme 
of revised snlaries recommended 
by the Salaries Commission. With 
the ‘present Inadequacy of 
Government schools, grant schools 
are indispensable, and this Is ob- 


-viously recognized, ar evidenced’ 


by the fact that thelr teachers are 
subsidized by Government, This 
recognition should carry with it 
the right of belng accorded the 
game treatment os that enjoyed 
by: Government school teachers. 

The teaching profession has al- 
‘ways been a badly paid one. As 
doubtful compensation, teachers 
have been gulled with the argu- 
ment that {t Is a noble profession, 
However, nobility alone does not 
pay debts, ond. teachera have to 
live and to struggle for their 
existence in the same way as all 


Seller: law-abiding cillzens have to]. 


Thousands of students have to 
rely on grant schools for their 
education, and unless teachers are 
given the treatment to which 
they are entitled and kept satis- 
fied, the standard of tenching in 
these schools Js bound to suffer 
as a conseqticnce.. 

As'a decision has not yet been 
reached in this-important matter, 
it is hoped that it will be one 
favournble to the teachers.

Thomas 
Tam at Centtal Magistracy on .¢_ charge af 
driving o vehicle undor the influence of drink.

The Magistrate ordered an 
endorsement to be made on his 
Heence. 

Mr. D. Strellet, of Messrs. 
Brutton & Co. represented de- 
féndant, while Mr. G. D. Bin- 
stead, Divisionnl Superinten- 
dent, Traffic, prosecuted. 

Mr, Tam said in his judgment 
that he was convinced that the 
prosecution had conducted the 
case in a fair'manner and did 
not, In his opinion, try to bring 
up cvidence in an attempt to 
bolster the charges, as suggest- 
etl by defence counsel. 

The Magistrate contended 
that he doubted that defenddnt 
was under the influence of 
drink to such an extent as to 
hive no control-of the vehicle 
he was driving, ‘and gave the 
benefit of the doubt to the de- 
féndant.

The first Budget for which 
Sir Stafford Cripps is directly 
responsible, and which he 
will present to Parliament 
today, promises to be the most 
interesting and crucial for 
years, although there are no 
expectations of fundamental 
taxation changes, cither for 
better or for worse. 

Main background to it, of 
course,'is the very heavy sur- 
plus of income over expendi-

“The proof is evident today 
by the series of social move- 
ments which have broken out 
simultancously in France and 
Northern Italy, movements often 
organised with the support of 
foreign clements adhering in 
particular to the Union of Soviet 
‘Citizens, to the Polish Workers 
Party ‘in France, and to -the 
Movement of Free Italy,” M. 
Moch said. 


He added: “France remains 
the country which offers the 
right of sanctuary to every 
foreigner who is willing to 
work for the rights which no 
other country gives. But we 
ask him not to interfere in. 
internal French politics’ and to 
leave the French to settle 
thelr own quarrels, 


Lesson Learned 


“We Have learned our les- 
sons from the dramatic events 
of November and December. 
We have now. better prepared 
and better organised forces of 
resistance.
